OP  THB  FROCBBOING8  OF  TIIK  CENTRAL 
ASSOCIATION,  A.  D.  1831. 

Th«  ninisUrs  and  del«gatos  constitntinf  the 
Central  Association  of  Uni  varsalisU  in  the  State 
of  New- York,  met  at  Cedarville,  Herkitnerco., 
on  the  first  diy  of  June,  1831. 

1.  Proceeded  to  organize  the  council,  by 
choosina  Br.  D.  Skinner,  Moderator,  and  Br. 

8.  W.  Puller,  Clerk. 

2.  evened  the  council  by  prayer,  vrith  Br. 

8.  R.  ^ith. 

3.  Examined  the  credentials  of  delegates,  and 
received  requests,  from  the  First  Uiiivorsalist 
Society  of  Norwich,  Chenango  co. ;  the  Second 
Unirersalist  Society  of  Otsego,  Otsego  co. ;  and 
the  First  Unirersalist  Society  of  H.srtwick,  Ot¬ 
sego  CO.,  for  the  fellowship  of  this  body. 

A  Voted  to  grant  said  requests. 

5.  Appointed  Brs.  S.  R.  Smith,  D.  Skinner 
and  A.  B.  Grosh,  a  committee  to  receive  re¬ 
quests  for  letters  of  fellowship  and  ordination. 

6.  Heard  and  accepted  the  report  of  the  Ct»m- 
mittoe  of  Discipline  for  the  last  year,  which 
was,  that  no  complaints  had  been  presented  to 
them. 

7.  Chose  Brs.  8.  R.  Smith,  D.  Skinner,  and 
Job  Potter,  a  Committee  of  Discipline  fur  tbe 
ensuing  year. 

8.  Chose  Brs.  Job  Potter,  and  S.  R.  Smith, 
Ministers,  and  Brs.  C.  Clark,  Springfield,  Obe- 
coco.,  and  S.  Iluhhard,  M  irshall,  Oneida  co., 
L'lymen,  delegates  to  represent  this  Association 
in  the  Universalist  Convention  of  the  State  of 
New. York,  at  Utica,  the  second  Wednesday  in 
May,  A.  D.  1832. 

9.  Vote!  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  to 
inquire  into,  and  report  on  thn  conduct  of  cer¬ 
tain  Ministers  in  fellowship  with  this  body. 

10.  Chose  Brs.  Job  Potter,  S.  R.  Smith  and 
Bimnn  Hubbard,  said  committee,  which  com¬ 
mittee  retired  a  short  time  f  >r  consultation. 

11.  Hom’d  tlie  report  of  said  committee,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  several  preacherr,  connected  with 
this  Association,  have  suspended  wholly,  or  in 
part,  their  ministerial  labors,  and  so  far  as  facts 
nave  come  to  our  knowledge,  no  other  reason 
ean  be  given  for  their  noglect  of  duty,  than  re- 
tnissness — and  believing  that  the  public  interest, 
and  the  good  uftlie  cau  require  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  the  duties  implied  by  the  fellow¬ 
ship  of  this  holy-— your  committee  therefore  re- 
^rt,that  J.  F  ister,  A.  Vandenberg,  E.  Ferris, 
J.  S.  Sherburne,  and  J.  B.  Wukeman,  should 
tfiey  continue  to  neglect  the  perf<>rmance  of 
their  public  duties,  be  required  to  show  a  {eason 
ait  the  next  session  of  this  body,  why  fellowship 
ehall  not  he  withdrawn  from  them. 

12.  Voted,  unanimously,  to  accept  said  report. 

13.  The  committee  appointed  to  receive  re¬ 
quests  fer  letters  of  fellowship,  and  ordination, 
Tepofted  in  favor  of  granting  a  letter  of  fellow- 
sb'iD  to  Br.  Joshua  Britton,  Jnn. 

lA  Voted  to  ac.cept  said  report 

On  the  subject  of  a  literary  ins’iihition.— 
Thn  Conncil  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  and  after  mature  delibenOion,  idoptr 


ed  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  by  a 
unanimous  vote. 

Whereas,  nt  the  last  session  of  the  Universal¬ 
ist  Convention  of  the  State  of  New-York,  a  re¬ 
solution  was  passed,  recommending  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  **  literary  institutiuii,”  ai.d 

Whereas,  the  respective  Boarding  Shools, 
Academies  and  Colleges  of  this  State,  are  sz- 
cliuiceli/  controlled  by  various  Christian  deno¬ 
minations,  hostile  to  the  doctrine  of  the  final 
purity  and  happiness  of  all  men — That  in  all 
these  institutions  the  most  unwarrantable  means 
are  omployed  to  overawe  and  control  the  minds 
of  the  pupils— .'That  they  aregenerally  obliged  by 
school  regulations  to  attend  a  particularchurch, 
without  resjiect  to  the  choice  of  tlie  pupil,  or 
tlie  preference  of  friends— That  they  are  tanta¬ 
lized  by  ridicule  and  menace,  fi>r  avowing  res¬ 
pect  fi>r  principles  and  doctrines,  not  approved 
by  tlie  managers  oftheinstitution— that  tliey  are 
periietually  insulted,  by  hearing  tbe  sentiments 
of  liberal  Christians  denounced  in  the  most  un¬ 
feeling  mannei',  and  opprobrious  terms,  and  by 
he.iriiigthe  characters  of  their  parents  or  gilardi- 
ans  traduced  and  aspersed  on  account  of  their 
religious  faith — That  they  are  perplexed  mid 
harrasaed  with  systematic  attempts  to  win  them 
over  to  the  doctrines  of  a  fevorite  sect  For 
which  purpose,  the  Caltehism  has  been  substi¬ 
tuted  fiir  liooks  of  science — religious  meetings 
hare  taken  the  place  of  school  instruction,  and 
instructresses  and  teachers  of  Grammar  and 
Geography,  have  become  lecturera  in  Theolo¬ 
gy — Therefore— 

1.  Resolved,  That  thia  Aaaoclatinn  approve 
of  the  recominendatioD  of  the  aaid  Convention. 

2.  Resolved,  Thatthe  said  institution  he  loca¬ 
ted  at  the  village  of  Clinton,  Oneida  co.,  or  as 
near  thereto  as  the  existing  laws  respecting  cor¬ 
porations,  and  otlier  circumstances  will  admit 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  Board  of  Trust  be  ap¬ 
pointed  to  carry  the  same  into  eflect 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  said  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  consist  uflifleen  members. 

5.  Resolved,  That  Robert  McRinstir,  Esq. 
of  Hudson,  Stephen  Van  Schaack,  of  Albany, 
Hun.  Thaddeus  Loomis,  of  Salisbury,  N.  M. 
Woodruff,  Esq.  of  Watertown,  Gen.  E.  Mcrri- 
am,  of  Levdan|kE.  D.  Wight,  of  West  Bloom¬ 
field,  Gen.  J.  D.  Landon,  Castile,  Alfred 
Avery,  of  Genoa,  Hon.  Nathan  Williams, 
of  Manlius,  A.  S.  Pond,  of  Utica,  Abial  Cook, 
Esq.  of  Norwich,  E^ek  B.-ad.brd,  of  Coop- 
er-.town,  Elisha  Swift,  ofSullivan,  Hon.  U.  F. 
Doubledav,  of  Auburn,  and  Amaziah  Steb- 
bins,  of  Clinton,  be  tbe  Trustees  of  said  Insti- 
lutinn. 

6.  Resolved,  That  Mn  Josspb  Stshbins,  of 
C'inton.  Mr.  David  Pixlev,  of  Manchester,  Mr. 
Timothy  Smith,  of  Augntta,  John  W.  11;  1  *,  of 
Clinton,  andE.  S.  Barniim,  Esq.  of  Utica,  con¬ 
stitute  an  Executive  Committee,  with  powers  to 
hold  said  Institution  in  trust— erect  a  suitable 
building  or  bui^dintrs— raise  and  appropriate 
fuiid-*,  and  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  pro¬ 
cure  one  or  more  suitable  and  qualified  in- 
stmetors,  and  open  a  s’  hool  for  the  mutual 

I  ir.etruetinn  of  males  and  females  in  the  icspec- 
1  ti\^  Afieneds. 


7.  Resolved,  That  in  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  five  shall  constitute  n  quo¬ 
rum,  and  that  the  first  meeting  of  said  Doiard 
shall  be  on  tbe  first  Wednesday  in  September 
next 

8.  Resolved,  That  Joseph  Stebbins,  of  Clin¬ 
ton,  be  Treasurer. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  said  Trustees  be  em¬ 
powered  to  designate  tlie  time  when,  and  tbe 
place  where  the  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
shall  be  held,  and  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may 
occur  in  Uieir  body,  prior  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Universalist  Cohventiuii  of  the  State  of  New 
York. 

10.  Resolved,  Tliat  every  person  subscribing 
Ten  Dollars  to  the  permanent  funds  of  the  .said 
Institution,  shall  I  e  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  Ibr 
every  additional  Twenty  Dollars,  to  cue  addi¬ 
tional  vote,  in  the  election  of  Trustees. 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  sister  Associations  ho 
solicited  to  unite  with  us  in  promoting  tlic  ob¬ 
jects  herein  contemplated. 

16.  Voted,  That  Hrs.  D.  Skinner  and  A.  B. 
Grosh  prepare  tlie  Minutes  of  this  Association 
for  the  press,  accompaiiv  the  same  with  a  Cir¬ 
cular  Epistle,  and  puulish  tlicni  in  the  Magazine 
and  Advocate. 

17.  Adjourned,  to  meet  at  Burlington  Fla»s, 
Otsego  comity,  N.  Y.,  on  the  first  Wednesday 
and  following  Thursday  in  June,  1832.

•  *  they  are  believers  or  unbelievers  of 
*I  e  r  . ....  1  containing  the  same,  sendetli  salu- 
tativ>.is  of  V>  .’c  and  goodwill 
Another  annual  sessio*  has  been  enjoyed  by 
us  in  mu"h  harmony  and  heartfelt  joy,  and  the 
things  pertaining  to  tlie  w'ellare  of  Zion  have 
been  agr<'<vl  mi,  in  our  council,  with  an  invari¬ 
able  uiiainiiiity,  insomuch  that  nut  a  dissenting 
voice  was  heard  in  one  vote  or  resolution  that 
was  passed.  D.iubtlessit  was  tlie  Lord's  doing, 
and  marvellous  in  oiir  eyes. 

Three  largo  and  respectable  new  societies, 
(at  present  embracing  almost  three  hundred  mule  '

In  the  existing  Boarding  ScIiooU,  Academies, 
and  Fi  'legos,  because  they  ”  trust  in  tlie  li\ing 
<•  1  who  is  the  Saviour  of  all  men.”  Verv 
i'!’!e.  ditference  of  opinion,  if  any,  existed  as  to 
I'.ie  mode  and  manner  of  operation,  and  all  tlie 
nth  T  niin'ili.a  conne.  l' d  with  t'ne  snliject. — 
ll'  iii-o.  mi  the  tiiial  pas-ace  of  ti  e  resolutions 
as  tliev  now  read,  fiiil  and  nnrmnnoiis  votes  were 
given  t^r  their  adoption.  Had  time  permitted 
wc  won;d  gladly  h,ivt>  waited  torllie  niihlic  ex¬ 
pression  of  sentiment  I'rmn  every  Association 
in  tlie  State — but  a  whole  year  is’too  long  fi>r  a 
suQ'ering  people,  determined  on  action,  to  delay 
their  purposes  and  risk  the  evils  of  proerastiii.a- 
liori.  We  are,  therefore,  up  and  vtU  he  doing, 
and  if  we  oan  but  gain  the  aperobation  and  as¬ 
sistance  of  our  sister  .\sso<-iatinns,  we  are  con¬ 
fident  that,  in  a  very  short  period  of  time,  our 
routempl.iled  institution  will  be  one  of  the  very 
best  in  the  State.  Even  from  the  enconrage- 
me  It  already  held  forth  bv  our  friends,  in  many 
and  di«tant  portions  of  New- York,  we  feel  as¬ 
sured  o('  h.aving,  in  active  operation,  before 
apothefyear.  a  very  respect.ahic  Seminary  rdiere 
our  young  men  and  maidens  may  receive  pro¬ 
per  instruction  without  degradation  licing  offer¬ 
ed  tw  their  souls,  insult  to  their  minds,  and  wan¬ 


ton  cruelty  to  tlicir  feelings,  by  every  pretended 
religionist  who  iiiiiy  aitsiiipt  to  proselyte  them 
to  his  hoart-w.tlieniig  dogmas,  or  to  tyranize 
over  them  for  believing  in  the  promises  of  God 
and  the  doctrines  of  Jesus.  Is  not  such  uii  ob¬ 
ject  wuitliy  tlie  apprpbulioii  and  tliu  unileU  en¬ 
ergies  of  our  wlude  order  in  this  Slate — and 
shall  we  nut  reeeite  them  in  favor  of  tlie  uiea- 
siires  we  have  adopted  ? 

Brethren — the  brightening  anticipations  with 
which  our  present  jirospects  irradiate  the  brow 
of  Hope,  and  gild  tlie  pruinised  events  of  futu¬ 
rity,  arc  too  many  to  he  named  iu  tlie  limits  ( f 
a  letter.  Like  the  services  of  the  sanctuary  on 
our  hearts,  and,  we  trust,  on  the  hearts  ot  the 
large  audiences  who  atteiidud,  we  hope  they 
will  exert  a  redeeming  iiilliience  on  all  our  minds 
and  make  us  mure  active  ami  zealous  in  tlie 
cause  of  our  Muster.  And  iiiay  God,  by  his 
iiilinite  wisdom,  aliniglity  power,  and  niiniitie 
love,  direct  our  understandings,  assist  our  weak- 
ne-s,  and  give  energy  to’  our  exertions,  thai  his 
will — and  hisonly — may  ho  perlornied  by,  and 
through,  and  with  us,  in  all  tilings.  Amen.

The  Court  w.as  opened  by  the  President, 
who  ordered  the  Clerk  to  slate  itie  objeet  ol 
the  session,  and  re.id  tiw  ilcchiriilioii  of  the 
suit  preferreil  by  (iiiliodoxy  against  Univer- 
salisiii. 

Ill  the  allerraflon,  Universalisin  was  nc- 
ru.sed  of  ilie  liillowiiig  egregious  errors. — 
1.  l)f  being  u  pestilent  fellow,  anil  u  iiiuvcr 
of  seditions.  'Z.  Of  lieiiig  u  false  Icuclier, 
and  bringitig  in  diMUHot/e  lieresi«;s.  3.  Oi 
denying  the  Lord  Unit  bought  him.  4.  Ol 
loading  many  away  from  the  simplicity  ol 
Christ,  by  reason  of  whom  the  truth  was  re- 
{iroaclied.  5.  Of  making  mercliandize  ul 
the  jieople  of  (lod. 

The  President  arose,  and  addressing  the 
defendant,  said,  “you  have  heard  the  uecu- 
siitiuiis,  and  are  permitted  to  speak  liir  your¬ 
self,  Moiieliing  tliethmg.s'  tor  which  you  an* 
arraigned  liefore  tins  liluslrious  J  udic.itory 

The  counsel  for  the  deteiidunl  look  the 
floor  for  reply,  “fir.  I’rrsidenl,  and  yuu 
irrntleinf'n  of  the  Council.  Il  so  ha|>pcns  in 
the  order  of  Providence,  that  my  client  is 
accused  of  a  great  misdemeanor  :  hut  1  a])- 
prehend  that  wc  shall  .he  able  to  dcmuiKstrate 
to  a  moral  certainty,  that  ll^e  charges  are 
preferred  w  ithout  the  least  shadow  of  evi¬ 
dence  ill  their  favor.  We  plead  not  guilty, 
but  must  humbly  ‘  confess,  that  after  the 
manner  they  call  heresy,  so  worship  we  the 
God  of  our  fathers,  believing  all  things 
written  in  the  law  and  the  prophets,  and 
have  hope  towards  God,  as  they  themselves 
also  allow,  that  there  shall  la?  u  resurrection 
of  the  dead,  both  of  the  just  and  the  unjust.' 
We  think  ourselves  happy  for  being  |jer- 
mitted  to  speak  for  ourselves  relative  to  those 
things  for  which  we  stand  and  are  judged. 

“It  is  iitlirmed  that  my  client  is  a  pesti¬ 
lent  fellow,  and  a  mover  of  seditions.  We 
admit,  instead  of  bringing  peace,  the  incul¬ 
cation  of  his  principles,  has  jiroved  a  sword  : 
hut  that  he  is  the  primary  cause  of  the  sedi¬ 
tion  we  deny  ;  for  if  the  church  had  not  fall¬ 
en  from  its  primitive  state  of  perfection,  he 


would  nut  have  raised  the  excitement.— 
Therefore  the  schism  owes  its  origin  to  the 
corrupt  dociriiies  which  hud  crept  into  the 
eliureh  previous  to  the  coriiniotion  experi- 
eiicml  ;  uiidtuliisesei  tiunstocrabicutethcta 
thereliom. 

“Mr.  President,  he  is  accused  of  incor¬ 
porating  in  the  Chiistiuii  religion,  “damna- 
ble  heresies."  But,  Sir,  wiint  is  heresy, 
save  doctrines  contrary  to  the  gospel  of 
Christ  J  And  what  do  we  teach,  that  is  re¬ 
pugnant  to  the  fundamental  principles  of 
Christianity  1  It  is  alleged  by  our  accusers, 
that  we  promulgate  the  preposterous  senti¬ 
ment,  that  God  tvill  have  all  men  to  be  sa¬ 
ved,  and  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth ; 
and  reject,  from  cur  profession  of  faith,  the 
most  important  adjunct  in  the  Chrisliaivs 
lioiic,  viz  ;  the  duetrine  of  excruciating  tor¬ 
tures  ill  an  endless  hell  of  black  despair. — 
But  is  tins  counter  to  the  system  of  "glad 
tidings  which  shall  be  unto  all  people’’  1 
Uid  not  Christ  come  to  seek  and  save  the 
world,  rather  than  to  judge  and  condemn 
the  world  !  Was  not  God  iu  Christ,  recon¬ 
ciling  the  world  unto  himself,  not  imputing 
I  heir  trespasses  unto  them  ?  Did  not  God 
beipieatli  unto  his  l^on,  power  over  all  flesh, 
that  ho  might  give  eternal  life  to  as  many  as 
he  hath  given  him? 

Let  it  lie  provcil.  Sir,  by  sacred  testimo¬ 
ny,  that  Jesus,  or  his  apostles,  who  admin¬ 
istered  the  word  of  life,  ever  required  the 
disciples  to  believe  the  do<-trine  ot  unlimit¬ 
ed  punishment,  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the 
privik*gc8  of  the  faithful.  Let  it  be  shown 
from  the  acts  of  the  fir.st  preachers  of  right¬ 
eousness,  that  they  promulgated  the  soul- 
withering,  and  God-dishonoring  dogma  of 
eternal  sin  and  siinering,  in  order  to  gain 
proselytes,  or  convert  the  heathen,  and  we 
pledge  ourselves  to  abandon  this  supposed 
Heresy,  and  to  make  an  humble  cuntession, 
fnr  our  de|iiirture  from  the  purity  of  Ortho- 
do.xy.  Otherwise,  1  aii|)rehend.  Sir,  you 
will  allow  us  to  remain  inexunible,  and 
steadfast  in  the  faith  whereuiito  we  are  call¬ 
ed, 

"  Paul,  an  eminent  servant  of  our  Lord, 
who  labored  in  the  ministry  during  the  first 
eeiilury,  and  who  fell  a  martyr  to  the  cause 
he  espoused,  |)reached  the  kingdom  of  God 
in  various  provinces  of  the  Roman  domin¬ 
ions  ;  and  in  all  liis  communications  that 
have  lieen  transmitted  to  posterity,  not  a 
word  is  mentioned  about  hell,  or  one  that 
favors  the  doctrine  of  endless  woe ;  where¬ 
as,  on  the  contrary,  he  atflrms  that  Jesos 
tasted  death  for  every  man — that  God  hath 
pnrjMiscd  in  himself  to  gather  together  in 
one,  all  things  in  Christ,  and  that  all  Israel 
should  he  saved,  allcr  the  fulness  of  the 
Gciftilcs  were  brought  in.  It  is  true,  they 
called  him  a  heretic — a  pestilent  fellow, 
and  dislurbcr  of  the  public  peace.  But  he 
alleged  they  could  not  prove  the  things 
whereof  they  accused  him.  We  arc  placed, 
tSir,  in  similar  circumstances.  We  are 
charged  of  teaching  damnable  dtictrinet : 
and  we  jirotcst  against  this  calumnious  cen¬ 
sure.  For  the  adjective  prefixed  is  append¬ 
ed  for  the  purpose  of  defining  the  nature  of 
the  term  to  which  it  is  attached ;  and  mutt 
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rorretpond  in  signification  with  the  substan¬ 
tive.  from  which  it  is  derived.  Well,  what 
is  the  import  of  damnation?  We  shall  let 
Webster,  the  lexicographer,  answer  the 
question  ;  seeing  he  is  true  Orthodox.— 
Damnation  (says  the  Lexicon)  signifies  a 
aenlence  to  everlasting  (or  endless)  punish¬ 
ment  in  a  future  state.  Hence,  any  system 
that  is  tLimniible,  must  have  ineorpor.itcd 
therein  the  doctrine  of  d.immitiun  (enillcss 
punishment).  Now,  as  this  dogma  of  Pa¬ 
gan  origin  is  entirely  excluded  from  the 
faith  of  those,  who  advocate  the  final  resti¬ 
tution  of  alt  things,  ns  spoken  by  the  month 
of  all  God's  holy  prophets  since  the  world 
began  ;  so  let  their  theory  he  denominated 
heresy,  or  whatever  else  wc  please,  it  can¬ 
not  be  considered,  with  any  degree  of  pro¬ 
priety,  damnable.  Therefore,  we  sue  for 
am  acquittal — an  honorable  discharge. 

**  That  errors  ofdivers  kinds  have  become 
attached  to  the  gitspel  of  Christ,  is  a  fact  so 
obvious,  it  needs  no  demonstration.  The 
multiplicity  of  opinions  prevailing  in  Chris¬ 
tendom.  iaprima  facia  evidence  in  favor  of 
the  proposition  ;  and  doubtless  the  charges 
preferred  against  us.  are  appropos  to  some, 
who  teach  the  commandments  of  men,  for 
the  docirine  of  Christ.  Let  us  now  apply 
the  analyzing  menstruum ;  and  fterhaps  we 
may  be  able  to  ascertain  wlioare  the  guilty. 

“The  declaration  says,  many  follow  the 
pernicious  ways  of  these  heretics.  This 
presupposes  the fac  hold  fast  the  ‘  faith,  once 
delivered  to  the  saints.’  Is  not  Universal- 
ism  the  minor,  and  Orthodoxy  the  major  ? 

“  Bronil  Is  ihr  rood  ttinl  tends  to  death, 

And  I'loasnii.ls  whIIc  toi;t‘l!ier  iliere ; 

But  Wi.-sloiii  shows  n  iiiirrnw  pntli, 

With  hL're  and  tliere  a  iravcilar.” 

“  By  reason  of  those  proselyted  to  dam¬ 
nable  heresies,  (or  doctrines  of  damnation,) 
it  is  said,  the  way  of  truth  will  be  evilly  spo¬ 
ken  of.  But  what  sect  is  every  where  spo¬ 
ken  against  ?  Is  it  nut  the  way  of  universal 
love,  and  boundless  grace,  that  is  derided  ? 
Are  nut  the  votaries  of  Univcrsalism  cast 
out  as  evil  ? 

“  It  is  further  stated,  that  the  heretics  deny 
the  Lord  that  bought  them.  This  can  nei¬ 
ther  imply,  more  or  less,  than  denying  the 
record  God  hath  given  of  his  Sun.  And 
what  is  the  record  God  hath  given  of  his 
Son?  Ans.  That  in  Him  wc  have  eternal 
life:  and  this  life  is  in  his  Son:  for  the 
Scriptures  foreseeing  that  God  would  justify 
the  ileathen  through  faith,  preached  before 
the  gospel  unto  Abraham,  saying,  in  thee 
(or  thy  seed)  shall  all  the  families  of  the 
earth  be  blessed.  Now,  some  professing 
Christians  deny  the  Lord  that  bought  them, 
at  the  price  of  his  blood,  by  making,  or 
treating  God  as  a  li  ir,  in  saying,  that  he  did 
not  ordain  him  to  be  the  Sa^  iour  of  the 
world.  And  others,  by  denying  the  efficacy 
of  his  atonement  in  reconciling  all  things 
unto  God.  But  this  is  not  chargeable  to 
Universalism. 

“  Again.  It  is  alleged  that  the  heretics 
make  merchandize  of  God’s  people.  But 
can  this  be  justly  charged  upon  Unirersal- 
ists?  I  know  it  will  be  said,  Unive.  salism 
purc'na^i-3  or  fraudnljiitly  obtains  o*cotees. 


and  when  they  stand  in  the  most  need  of 
his  aid.  that  he  consigns  them  over  to  the 
arch  apostate.  But  is  this  according  to 
truth  ?  What  is  merchandize,  but  wares,  in 
the  traffic  of  which,  gisin  is  procured,  or 
interest  realized  ?  And  though  Universalists 
be  guilty  of  what  they  are  accused,  docs  it 
avail  them  aught  ?  Have  they  realized  any 
profit  therefrom  ?  Let  us  look  on  the  other 
side  of  the  question.  How  does  it  stand 
with  those  that  teach  damnable  heresies — 
•('everlasting  punishment  in  the  future 
state’).  They  [lersuade  the  people,  that 
their  souls  are  in  danger  of  eternal  ruin  ; 
and  that  they  must  put  their  silver  and  gold 
into  the  •  Lord’s  ‘reasury,’  in  order  to  save 
perishing  sinners  from  sinking  into  the  aw¬ 
ful  chasm  of  hell’s  molten  sea.  But  who 
are  benefilted  by  these  bequests?  Answer. 
These  false  teachers.  Then  do  they  not 
make  merchandize  of  mankind  ? 

“But  it  is  said,  that  through  covetous¬ 
ness,  they  execute  these  nefarious  transac¬ 
tions.  And  surely,  they  must  be  destitute 
of  all  generosity,  if  they  will  not  suffer  the 
brethren  and  sisters  of  the  same  common 
family  to  sit  down  in  the  same  kingdom 
with  themselves,  and  participate  in  the  same 
festivals.  Besides,  what  is  covetonisness, 
hut  an  avaricious  desire  to  obtain  and  se¬ 
cure  'the  root  of  all  evil?’  What  has  put 
into  requisition  the  various  arts,  schemes, 
and  machinations  fur  gaining  power,  influ¬ 
ence,  and  interest?  Is  it  not  ambition?  Is 
it  not  avarice?  Is  it  not  covetousness? 
What  mean  these  monied  institutions  exist¬ 
ing  among  the  teachers  of  damnation?  For 
what  arc  the  Bible,  Tract,  Missionary, 
Rducation  and  f^und.ay  School  Societies, 
organi'zed  and  incorimrated,  but  to  male 
merchandize  of  the  public,  and  “get  gain?” 
For  what — but  I  forbear:  suflicient  has 
lieen  said.  We  appeal  to  the  arbitrament 
of  the  court ;  and  confiding  in  the  impartial 
character  of  the  same,  wc  submit  tlie  case 
without  farther  consideration.” 

Orthodoxy  seemed  somew  hat  disconcert-  , 
ed,  and  the  council  adjourned  sine  die.  The 
plea  of  the  plaintiff,  has  not  yet  come  to 
liand.  It  may  appear  soon  ;  perliaps  in  the 
Western  llecorder,  or  New- York  Observ¬ 
er.

I  most  ardently  with  you  to  be  sensible 
that  I  am  doing  this  for  your  good  ;  that  it 
is  only  a  sense  of  the  duty  which  I  owe  to 
my  parents  that  prompts  me  to  perform  this 
arduous  task,  a  task  which  1  have  long 
wishwl  might  not  fall  to  my  lot  to  perform. 
But  I  have  rcmaine<l  silent  as  long  as  duty 
would  allow,  have  at  last  resolved  to  break 
that  silence  in  this  manner,  and  I  entreat

sudden  gloom  over  the  social  circle,  and  put¬ 
ting  an  end  not  only  to  my  happiness,  but 
also  destroying  all  the  pleasures  that  would 
naturally  now  from  a  social  evening’s  chat 
around  the  domestic  fireside. 

I  know  not  in  what  light  you  will  receive 
this  friendly  admonition  ;  1  fear  that  you 
will  be  offended  with  my  plainness  ;  I  fear 
tliat  you  will  mistake  my  meaning,  but  I 
ask  yeu  to  examine  my  conduct  through 
life,  and  see  if  you  can,  since  I  have  arrived 
to  years  of  discretion,  find  one  single  in¬ 
stance  where  I  have  been  wanting  in  res¬ 
pect  for  my  parents.  Have  I  ever  treated 
you  with  coldness  or  disrespect?  Have  I 
not  on  the  contraiw,  done  all  that  I  could 
do  to  make  your  lile  pleasant?  Have  I  not 
lent  you  a  helping  hand  whenever  you  need¬ 
ed  my  assistance  ?  Then  do  not,  I  pray  you, 
receive  this  unkindly ;  for  it  is  most  surely 
designed  for  your  benefit ;  it  is  the  over¬ 
flowing  of  an  affectionate  heart  which  beats 
only  for  a  parent’s  happiness.  Could  I  en¬ 
force  this  upon  your  mind  ;  could  I  make 
you  sensible  of  your  error,  and  persuade 
you  to  begin  a  new  life,  and  by  so  doing  to 
add  to  the  happiness  of  your  family  who 
are  ready  and  willing  at  this  moment,  to  sa¬ 
crifice  every  pleasure  that  would  in  the  least 
diminish  your  shareof  happiness  in  this  life 
or  that  which  is  to  come ;  could  I  make  you 
sensible  of  this,  then,  dearest  father,  then 
would  the  grand  object  of  my  earthly  exia- 
tenoe  be  acoomplished  ;  then  should  I  enjoy 
life,  and  think  myself  the  happiest  of  mor¬ 
tals. 


But  never  while  I  tee  this  unhappy  differ¬ 
ence  existing  between  my  parrnu,  whose 
happiness  is  dearer  to  me  than  my  own,  can 
I  say  that  life  has  any  sweets  fur  me.  This 
is  a  thorn  that  rankles  in  my  breast,  which 
you  alone  have  the  power  to  extract. 

\Vith  you  rests  the  charm  that  can  sud¬ 
denly  disjiel  the  gloom  wliioli  now  han^ 
over  the  happiness  of  your  family ;  and  in 
the  exercise  of  this  charm,  you  will  enjoys 
pleasure  that  has  long  b^n  a  stranger  to 
your  breast ;  and  permit  me  to  tell  you  in 
the  language  of  affection,  that  when  yon 
have  once  fairly  made  the  trial,  you  will 
never  regret  the  trouble  which  it  cost  you  ; 
but  will  date  from  that  period  the  beginning 
anew  of  your  happiness ;  I  entreat  jon  to 
receive  this  in  friendship,  and  read  it  with 
attention ;  do  not  throw  it  by  with  a  aingle 
reading,  but  peruae  it  and  reflect  upon  it 
when  your  mind  ia  calm  and  unruffled. 
Let  it  have  its  due  weight  with  you,  and 
should  one  single  sentence  havs  the  desired 
effect,  then  shall  I  be  amply  paid,  for  the 
risk  I  have  run  of  incurring  your  diapleoa- 
ure. 

I  must  beg  you  to  pardon  whatever  I  may 
have  said  that  is  wounding  to  your  feelings; 
for  I  could  not  any  less ;  and  do  remember 
dear  father,  that  thia  flows  from  the  warm 
heart,  and  excited  feelings  of  yonr  aflection- 
ate  son.

On  the  OTth,  we  took 
the  mail  stage  from  Buffalo  to  Fredonia.— 
Arrived  there  at  8  P.  M. ;  pursued  our 
journey  day  and  night  until  we  arrived  at 
Cleaveland,  on  Friday,  2ftth.  at  1  P.  M. 
As  we  now  had  to  leave  the  main  road,  we 
took  a  hack  at  Cleaveland,  and  arrived  at 
Br.  Asher  M.  Coes’,  in  Dover.  Cuyahoga 
county,  at  6  P.  M.  same  day.  From  the 
time  I  left  home,  and  during  my  stay  with 
the  brethren  in  that  remon,  I  was  very  fee¬ 
ble,  and  some  part  of  the  time  unable  to  sit 
up.  But,  by  the  assistance  of  Br.  E.  C. 
F  rost,  one  of  your  patrons  and  correspond¬ 
ents,  I  receiv^  some  relief.  I  feci  dis^ 
sed  to  render  gratitude  to  our  divine  Pa¬ 
rent,  and  Author  of  every  good,  for  all  his 
mercies,  more  especially  that  1  was  enabled, 
notwithstanding  the  nature  of  my  com¬ 
plaints.  which  were  complicated,  tobearsp 
under  them,  and  preach  at  all  my  regular 
Sabbatli  appointments — and  by  ao  doing,  tba 
brethren  not  wholly  disappointed. 
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I  found  s  goodly  number  of  warm  hearted 
and  nflisctiunata  brethren,  and  aume  aiatera. 
In  the  Abrahamic  faith,  who  receive  the 
word  of  truth  gladly,  moat  of  them  eastern 
people.  I  preached  twelve  discourses  in 
the  following  towna :  Olmslead,  Dover, 
Ridgeville,  and  in  the  village  of  Cleaveland. 
The  last  named  place  has  a  few  of  our 
friends,  whom  I  snail  ever  remember  with 
gratitude,  especially  Wileman  White,  one 
of  your  patrons.  All  my  meetings  were 
sreU  attended,  and  the  one  at  Ridgeville. 
Lorain  county,  throngrcd  within  and  witli- 
out  the  house.  Br.  Morton  took  part  of  the 
exercises  two  Sabbaths,  and  is  now  enga¬ 
ged  to  preach  in  that  section,  fur  eleven 
weeks,  if  his  health  admits.  In  the  town- 
sihip  of  Olmstead.  they  are  about  erecting  a 
Union  meeting-house  of  different  denomi¬ 
nations— the  Univcrsalista  will  own  nearly 
one-half.  A  Mr.  Olmstead,  of  Hartford, 
Ct.,  has  contributed  one  hundred  dollars. 

I  etqiect  the  building  will  be  inclosed  in 
about  two  months,  as  they  appear  spirited 
in  the  work,  and  may  the  Liird  prosper  them 
in  so  laudable  an  undertaking.  I  mention 
among  our  friends,  the  Steams,  ( I  believe  five 
or  six  brothers. )  Cane.  E.  C.  F rust.  Russ, 
Hotchkiss,  and  others.  I  would  name 
among  the  worthies,  also,  in  the  township 
of  Dover.  Br.  Asher  M.  Coe,  and  Br.  Clis- . 
by.  I  have  been  thus  minute,  as  perad- 
venture,  some  of  our  travelling  preachers 
may.  in  the  course  of  Divine  Providence, 
pass  Uirough  that  country,  and  at  the  above 
named  brethren’s  they  will  find  a  home,  as 
myself  and  Morton  have  done.  It  is  a  fine 
country,  and  I  believe  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  there  will  be  many  flourishing 
societies  built  up.  and  the  true  God  wor¬ 
shipped  in  spirit  and  in  truth,  while  the  fee¬ 
ble  eflbrts  of  Ortho<loxy  will  have  much 
leas  influence  than  at  present.  I  took  my 
leave  of  all  the  faithful  brethren,  on  the  22d 
Inst.,  after  preaching  my  farewell  discourse 
from  Phillipians  i :  27,  28— arrived  at 
Cleaveland  at  8  A.  M.  on  th  23d  ;  at  1  P. 
M.  went  on  board  the  steam-boat  Henry 
Clay,  bound  for  Buffalo,  where  we  arrived 
after  a  short  pasaageof  2-1  hours — my  hcalih 
much  improved.  On  the  25th,  took  the 
packet  for  Knowlesville,  and  arrived  at  home 
at  8  P.  M. — travelling  in  all  about  700 
miles  by  land  and  water— and  although  very 
feeble,  I  was  much  engaged  to  see  the  travail 
of  the  Redeemer’s  soul,  and  with  him  to  be 
satisfied,  while  I  adore  the  God  of  all,  whose 
mercies  endure  fo.  ever.

Wo  cheerfully  comply  with  tlie  request  of*  An 
Honest  Querist,”  to  notice  this  "  myaterious  af¬ 
fair’  ’  again.  He  virtually  concedes  the  fact  that 
we  have,  "of  two  evils,  chosen  the  least;” 
(i.  e.  allowing  that  both  positions  smbraca 
evils;)  inasmuch  os  it  is  a  less  evil  to  send  the 
hundreds  of  nnfnrtunate  beings,  whom  Gilibe 
had  murdered,  to  heaven,  than  it  would  be  to 
send  them  to  hell.  So  far,  so  good;  thongh 
we  are  unable  to  see  any  "  evil”  either  greatest 
or  “  least”  in  the  idea  that  they  all  went  to  hea¬ 
ven,  allowing  they  were  prepared  for  it  by  be¬ 
ing  made  holy,  without  which  they  could  never 
enter  that  blissful  abode. 

“An  Honest  Qu-jrisl”  labors  under  a  sad 
mistake  in  aupposing  we  maintain  that  Gibbs 
murdered  himselfinto heaven;  andequally  mis¬ 
taken  is  he.  in  supposing,  that  according  to  Uni- 
versalism,  rqtentanceit**  perfectly  immaterial,” 
to  his  salvation.

We  have  received,  from  some  unknown 
hand,  through  the  medium  of  the  Post  Office, 
a  copy  of  tlio  second  tiUion,  of  our  Sermon  on 
RocutUs,  published  in  our  17tli  number.  It  bas 
been  republished ;  where,  or  by  whom  we 
know  not;  but  suppose  it  must  have  been  in 
tome  place  where  the  wild  fire  of  fanaticism 
was  raging,  and  with  a  view  to  counteract  its 
deleterious  influence.  If  so,  the  object  was 
laudable,  and  we  acknowledge  the  flattering 
compliment  paid  us  by  tliis  edition.  S. 

TIGHTENED  COKD8. 

The  time  has  come  when  the  Christian  ,<arty 
is  beginning  to  tighten  the  cords  around  all 
whom  they  have  caught  in  their  toils.  It  is  not 
enough  that  they  have  joined  the  church — that 
■ubscquently,  and  to  prevent  a  disturbance,  they 
have  professed  a  belief  in  a  creed  they  cannot 
understand  nor  reverence — they  mvst  also  sup¬ 
port  Missionary,  Biblo,  Tract,  Sunday  School 
and  Temperance  Societies,  on  pain  of  excom¬ 
munication.  Nor  is  this  all.  They  dare  not 
presume  to  read  what  they  please.  The  clergy 
are  to  select  the  books  and  newspapers  for  their 
perusal,  and  to  decree  what  must  not  bo  read  on 
pain  of  excommunication.  Let  our  readers  pe- 
ruse  tile  following  extracts  from  the  proceedings 
of  the  Salem  Presbytery,  Indiana,  which  is  co¬ 
pied  witli  much  admiration  in  our  Orthodox  pa¬ 
pers,  and  their  answer.  Would  not  these  peo¬ 
ple  place  a  censorship  on  the  press,  if  they  had 
the  power  7  Would  they  not,  ns  in  olden  time, 
burn  all  books,  deemed  by  thc.ni  to  be  heretical, 
by  the  hands  of  the  common  hangman!  Would 
they  not  punish  with  fines,  scourgings,  impri¬ 
sonment,  and  even  death,  all  writers  and  nil 
readers  nfheretical  works  T  Is  not  this  a  similar 
spirit  witli  that  which  erected  the  inquisition, 
kindled  the  fires  of  Smithficid,  and  reared  the 
gibbets  for  Quakers,  and  raised  the  la.sh  for  the 
Baptists  in  our  own  land  1  Read — reflect — and 
may  God  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind,  and  nerve 
to  action  the  mural  energies  of  the  cuireless  and 
indolent,  lest  a  worse  evil  than  words  come  upon 
our  land  I 

*‘Tho  following  question  was  presented  to  the 
Presbytery Provided  any  of  the  members 
of  our  churches  are  opposed  to  those  benevolent 
associations  which  have  been  recommended  by 
the  General  Assembly,  and  unite  with  the  wick¬ 
ed  in  slandering  tlf'se  institutions  which  are  do^ 
ing  so  much  good,  what  is  the  duty  of  our 
church  sessions  in  relation  to  such  members?” 

In  answer  to  the  above  inquiry,  the  Presbytery 
Would  say,  in 'a  clear  and  forcible  manner,  that 
members  of  our  churches,  who  openly  oppose 
any  of  the  benevolent  and  truly  Christian  opera¬ 
tions  of  tlio  present  day,  as  the  Bible,  Tract, 
Missionary,  Sunday  School  and  Temperance 
Societies,  which  have  so  earnestly  and  so  fie- 
qiiently  been  recommended  by  the  General  .As. 
•einbly  a  id  all  other  judicatories  of  our  church  ; 
tliat  such  members  be  conversed  with  bv  the 
••ssion  j  and  if  their  opposition  arise  from  igno- 

it  trill  cease  in  every  case  where  there 
ts  religion  in  the  heart ;  but  if  they  rontinvr  their 


opposition,  and  thus  combine  their  influence 
with  the  wicked,  they  should  he  suspended  from 
theprirdeges  of  the  church  until  they  give  satis¬ 
factory  evidence  of  repentance.  The  Presbyte¬ 
ry  would  also  express  their  sentiments  respect¬ 
ing  the  encouraging  of  publications,  such  ns  the 
“Reformer,”  “  Priestcriirt  Unmasked,”  &c. 
They  are  in  their  spirit  anti-christinn,  and  in 
their  effect  poisonous  to  the  minds  of  the  young, 
and  tend  to  lead  them  to  iufidulily.  We  are 
unanimous  in  opinion,  that  the  encouraging  such 
papers  is  highly  reprehensible  in  members  of  the 
church,  and  should  sufject  them  to  the  same 
course  of  discipline  as  in  the  above  case.” 

CONVERTS. 

Our  Presbyterian  friends,  seeing  that  many  of 
the  proselytes  made  by  their  revivals  are  only 
rendered  tenfold  more  the  children  of  Gehenna 
than  ever,  are  beginning  to  talk  about  false  con¬ 
verts,  and  to  speak  with  doubting  about  their 
contimrince  in  the  new  ways  wherein  they 
have  began  to  go.  They  do  well  to  do  so,  for 
they  will  find  that  there  is  adiffi.-rence  between 
inen-made  and  truth,  or  heaven-made  converts. 
For  while  believers  in  endless  misery  are  being 
converted,  re-coiivortcd,  and  siir-re-converted, 
(if  we  may  coin  a  term)  believers  in  the  truth  of 
God’s  promises  and  oath  stand  firm  and  un¬ 
changed  on  the  Rock  of  .Ages. 

Many  years  ago,  a  venerable  Baptist  clergy¬ 
man  preached  to  the  Ind  ans  then  in  the  vicinity 
of  Philadelphia,  and,  with  many  others,  ranked 
a  celebrated  chief  among  bis  flock.  The  preach¬ 
er  was  called  away  fiir  several  years.  Return¬ 
ing  to  Pbiludeipbia  again,  be  saw  a  large  crowd 
in  his  way  and  among  tlieni  bis  converted  chief, 
staggering,  whooping,  and  making  “long  talks” 
under  the  influence  of  rum.  Suddenly  the 
chief  beheld  his  old  pastor,  and  riisbing  towards 
him  wished  to  shake  liaiids,  bawling  out  “  why, 

don’t  you  know  me  .Air.  - ,  why  I  am  one 

of  your  converts  !”  “  That  may  be,  (replied  the 
■aged  man,)  for  you  don’t  appear  to  be  one  of 
God's  converts.”  Every  one  may  make  his 
own  application.  G. 

COLLEGE  REVIVALS.

Hence  it  is  evident  th;;t  a  College  revival 
is  as  much  a  part  of  the  study  of  those  who  are 


trained  to  “  make  merchandize”  of  men’s  souls, 
as  their  being  placed  to  the  study  of  Orthodoxy 
itself — and  can  as  easily  be  learned  and  practi¬ 
sed.  Would  it  not,  however,  appear  better  if 
these  students  had  been  converted  bfore  they 
wore  put  to  the  study  of  divinity  ?  Appearances, 
you  know,  go  pretty  far  in  our  wicked  world.

Sditorial  Correspondence. 

Henderson,  Jeflerson  eo.,  April  17, 1831- 

“  I  am  a  constant  reader  of  your  paper,  and  be¬ 
lieving  you  interested  in  whatever  is  passing  in 
tlie  moral  world,  I  give  you  an  imperfect  account 
of  a  religious  mania,  prevalent  here. 

[After  giving  an  account  of  the  wretched  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  last  winter,  which  we  omit,  the 
writer  proceeds : — ] 

On  ’I'licsday  last,  according  to  previous  ap¬ 
pointment,  they  commenced  a  meeting  of  four 
days;  it  is  now  the  evening  of  the  sixth— they 
are  still  going  on.  Their  howlingsare  frequent¬ 
ly  heard,  the  distance  of  a  mile,  and  with  tJicir 
agonizing  gronniiigs  and  grimaces,  move  tlie 
compassion  of  the  sober  minded,  while  it  ex- 
tites  only  the  ridicule  and  contempt  of  the  less 
considerate  portion  of  community.  Volumes 
might  Ire  filled  with  anecdotes  of  their  proceed¬ 
ings,  expressions,  &c.,  but  I  forbear.  Will 
God  wink  at  such  ignorance?  Yes;  where 
there  is  but  litt.e  given,  there  is  but  little  re¬ 
quired. 

Artcr  all  this  clerical  intrigue,  and  subtlety, 
this  toiling  and  rowing,  they  have  caught  in 
their  net  but  very  small  fry.  Their  dupes  are 
mostly  females.  Not  one  man  of  influence  has 
been  mo\  ed  by  the  excitement.  There  can  be 
no  mistake  in  the  signs  of  the  times.  The  death 
struggles  of  mystery  Babylon,  and  her  daugh¬ 
ters,  and  the  dying  convulsions  of  the  beast, 
produce  a  violent  shock,  but  much  good  will 
como  by  their  fall.  Their  commodities  hare 
long  since  become  stale  ;  their  pedlers  already 
cry  “  alas  I  alas  I  no  man  buyeth  our  merchan¬ 
dize  any  more.”  The  forty  and  two  months  of 
the  apostacy,  are  nearly  accomplished.  The 
Lamb  is  already  on  Mount  Zion,  with  the  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-four  thousand,  having  his  Fa¬ 
ther’s  name  in  their  fiircheads.  The  angel  has 
come  out  from  the  altar,  who  hath  the  power 
over  fire.  The  sharp  sickle  is  gathering  the 
clusters  of  the  vine  ot  the  c.arth — soon  shall  the 
kingdoms  of  this  world  become  the  kingdoms  of 
our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ.  The  first  Adam 
(the  flesh)  with  whatsoever  niaketh  a  lie,  shall 
become  subordinate  to  the  second  Adam,  who 
is  a  quickening  spirit  'Phis  change  is  now  o’s- 
viniisly  taking  place ;  and  the  rising  generation 
shall  experience  its  increasing  strength.  May 
God  covntinue  your  endeavors,  and  bless  them 
for  the  promotion  of  the  eeose.’’

ure  nil  awoke,  os  from  tlie  dead,  to  solier  reileciion,  uml 
even  the  votary  of  vice  feels  new  and  lioMer  en.o  ions 
rising  in  Ids  bosom,  tlie  harbingers  of  penitence  uud  bliss¬ 
ful  change ;  it  is  then  that  qmiliiies  of  sympatliy  and  kind¬
